ZIMBABWE PUND SINCE THIS WOULD INVOLVE POLITICAL PROBLEMS 
WITH THE PIED NOIRS BACK IN FRANCE WHO WANT COMPENSATION 
POR LOST PROPERTY IN ALGERIA. DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
PRANK POINTED OUT THAT THE PROPOSED DEVELOPMENT FUND WAS 
GENERAL IN NATURE AND NOT DESIGNED TO PROVIDE COMPENSATION 
TO INDIVIDUALS. 

D. ) KOREA, VIETNAM AND CYPRUS: MAYNES STATED THE USG

BUT HAD NOT DECIDED WHETHER TO SUPPORT OR ABSTAIN ON A 
MEMBERSHIP RESOLUTION. RE CYPRUS, WE ARE CONCERNED AT 
PROSPECT THAT STERILE DEBATE WILL BE RENEWED AT NEXT GA. 
MAYNES ALSO NOTED UNPICYP'S CONTINUED PINANCIAL TROUBLES 
AND POSSIBILITY CONGRESS MAY DECIDE TO REDUCE THE US 
CONTRIBUTION PROM AN EXTRAORDINARY 47 PER CENT TO A MORE 
NORMAL TWENTY-FIVE PER CENT. LECOMPT SAID HE TOOK THE 
POINT AND NOTED THAT GUIRINGAUD WAS CONSCIOUS OP PRANCE'S

TION ON APARTHEID AS DESCRIBED BY VICE PRESIDENT MONDALE. 
MAYNES STRESSED MONDALE'S URGING OP PROGRESS TOWARD PULL 
POLITICAL PARTICIPATION REMAINS THE US POSITION. 

P.) PUERTO RICO: MAYNES EXPRESSED CONTINUING US CONCERN 
WITH HOW THE COMMITTEE OP 24 WILL HANDLE THE PUERTO RICAN 
PROBLEM. CONCEIVABLY, OUR IMPROVING RELATIONSHIP WILL 
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LEAD CUBA TO MAKE PUERTO RICO LESS OF AN ISSUE IN THE 
COMMITTEE OF 24. MAYNES EXPRESSED APPRECIATION FOR PAST 
FRENCH SUPPORT ON THE GUAM ISSUE IN THE COMMITTEE. IN 
REGARDS TO THE WESTERN SAHARA, MAYNES STATED THE US 

SUPPORTED A SETTLEMENT ON A REGIONAL BASIS; HE NOTED THAT

G. ) NON-USE OF FORCE: MAYNES EXPRESSED CONTINUED US 
OPPOSITION TO THE SOVIET INITIATIVE. LECOMPT NOTED THAT 
THE FRENCH REPLY TO THE SECRETARY GENERAL'S REQUEST FOR 
GOVERNMENTAL ATTITUDES TOWARD THE NUF WAS STRONGLY AGAINST 
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THE SOVIET NUF PROPOSAL. TO HIS KNOWLEDGE, THE SOVIETS 
HAD FAILED TO PRESS NUF EITHER WITH GUIRINGAUD IN MOSCOW

HELP OR RETARD THE NEGOTIATING PROCESS AND WOULD HOPE 
FRANCE WILL ADOPT THE SAME APPROACH. 

C. ) RHODESIA: LECOMPT PRAISED THE COOPERATIVE EFFORT TO 
SOLVE THE RHODESIA PROBLEM BUT FELT THAT FRANCE SOMETIMES 
REMAINED IN THE DARK AS TO DEVELOPING USAJK ACTIONS. HE 
SAID FRANCE WOULD FIND IT DIFFICULT TO CONTRIBUTE TO A 
ZIMBABWE FUND SINCE THIS WOULD INVOLVE POLITICAL PROBLEMS 
WITH THE PIED NOIRS BACK IN FRANCE WHO WANT COMPENSATION 
FOR LOST PROPERTY IN ALGERIA. DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
FRANK POINTED OUT THAT THE PROPOSED DEVELOPMENT FUND WAS 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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GENERAL IN NATURE AND NOT DESIGNED TO PROVIDE COMPENSATION 
TO INDIVIDUALS. 

D. ) KOREA, VIETNAM AND CYPRUS: MAYNES STATED THE USG 
REMAINED HOPEFUL THAT THERE WOULD BE NO KOREAN DEBATE. 

THE USG WOULD NOT OPPOSE VIETNAMESE MEMBERSHIP IN THE UN, 
BUT HAD NOT DECIDED WHETHER TO SUPPORT OR ABSTAIN ON A 
MEMBERSHIP RESOLUTION. RE CYPRUS, WE ARE CONCERNED AT 
PROSPECT THAT STERILE DEBATE WILL BE RENEWED AT NEXT GA. 
MAYNES ALSO NOTED UNFICYP'S CONTINUED FINANCIAL TROUBLES 
AND POSSIBILITY CONGRESS MAY DECIDE TO REDUCE THE US 
CONTRIBUTION FROM AN EXTRAORDINARY 47 PER CENT TO A MORE 
NORMAL TWENTY-EIVE PER CENT. LECOMPT SAID HE TOOK THE 
POINT AND NOTED THAT GUIRINGAUD WAS CONSCIOUS OF FRANCE'S 
FAILURE TO CONTRIBUTE. LECOMPT URGED US/FRENCH CONSUL- 
TATIONS ON THE CYPRUS ISSUE BEFORE THE OPENING OF THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

E. ) APARTHEID: MAYNES COMMENTED THAT THE SOUTH AFRICANS 
APPEAR TO BE TRYING DELIBERATELY TO DISTORT THE US POSI- 
TION ON APARTHEID AS DESCRIBED BY VICE PRESIDENT MONDALE. 
MAYNES STRESSED MONDALE'S URGING OF PROGRESS TOWARD FULL 
POLITICAL PARTICIPATION REMAINS THE US POSITION. 

F. ) PUERTO RICO: MAYNES EXPRESSED CONTINUING US CONCERN 
WITH HOW THE COMMITTEE OF 24 WILL HANDLE THE PUERTO RICAN 
PROBLEM. CONCEIVABLY, OUR IMPROVING RELATIONSHIP WILL 
LEAD CUBA TO MAKE PUERTO RICO LESS OE AN ISSUE IN THE 
COMMITTEE OE 24. MAYNES EXPRESSED APPRECIATION FOR PAST 
FRENCH SUPPORT ON THE GUAM ISSUE IN THE COMMITTEE. IN 
REGARDS TO THE WESTERN SAHARA, MAYNES STATED THE US 

SUPPORTED A SETTLEMENT ON A REGIONAL BASIS; HE NOTED THAT 
WE WERE CONSIDERING INCREASING OUR CONTRIBUTION TO THE 
HIGH COMMISSIONER EOR REFUGEES EOR THE USE OF WESTERN 
SAHARAN REFUGEES. 
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G.) NON-USE OF FORCE: MAYNES EXPRESSED CONTINUED US 
OPPOSITION TO THE SOVIET INITIATIVE. LECOMPT NOTED THAT 
THE FRENCH REPLY TO THE SECRETARY GENERAL'S REQUEST FOR 
GOVERNMENTAL ATTITUDES TOWARD THE NUE WAS STRONGLY AGAINST 
THE SOVIET NUF PROPOSAL. TO HIS KNOWLEDGE, THE SOVIETS 
HAD TAILED TO PRESS NUF EITHER WITH GUIRINGAUD IN MOSCOW 
OR GISCARD IN PARIS. LECOMPT SUSPECTS THE SOVIETS WOULD 
NOT PUSH IT VIGOROUSLY THIS YEAR. 
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H. ) ECONOMIC ISSUES: MAYNES, JOINED BY DEPUTY ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY ERANK, SAID THAT ACCORDING TO REPORTS RECEIVED, 
THE RESUMED GA IS LIKELY TO DEAL PRIMARILY WITH INSTITU- 
TIONAL AND PROCEDURAL MATTERS. A GENERAL DISCUSSION 
EOLLOWED CONCERNING THE CONTINUATION OF THE NORTH/SOUTH 
DIALOGUE. 

I. ) DISARMAMENT: ADMIRAL DAVIES OF ACDA STATED IN 
REGARD TO (1) CTB: WE WOULD BE HOLDING TRILATERAL DIS- 
CUSSIONS IN GENEVA WITH THE UK AND THE USSR BEGINNING 13 
JULY IN ORDER TO DEVELOP KEY ELEMENTS OE A CTB TREATY 
WHICH WOULD THEN BE REEERRED TO THE CCD EOR ITS STUDY. 

THE US WOULD KEEP THE GOE ADVISED OE DEVELOPMENTS. 

(2) CHEMICAL WARFARE: US AND USSR REPS WOULD BE MEETING 
IN GENEVA ON 8 JULY IN AN ATTEMPT TO EORMULATE KEY 
ELEMENTS TO BE INCLUDED IN A COMPREHENSIVE CW BAN WHICH 
WOULD BE DEVELOPED BY THE CCD. WE ARE VERY HOPEEUL THAT 
POSITIVE RESULTS MIGHT BE REACHED WITHIN SIX MONTHS; WE 
WILL KEEP IN TOUCH WITH THE ERENCH ON THIS ISSUE. 

(3) CCD: LECOMPT WAS ASKED TO COMMENT ON THE ERENCH VIEW 
OE CCD MEMBERSHIP IN LIGHT OF PUBLIC REPORTS THAT PRANCE 
MIGHT BE RECONSIDERING ITS ATTITUDE TOWARD THE CCD. 

LECOMPT REPLIED HE WAS STILL UNFAMILIAR WITH THE RE- 
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PORTED CHANGE AND COULD ADD NOTHING TO PRESS REPORTS. 

J. ) UN RESTRUCTURING: LECOMPT STATED THAT FRANCE WAS 
CONCERNED WITH WHAT IT SAW AS AN ATTEMPT TO ELIMINATE 
THE POSITION OP UNDER SECRETARY GENERAL EOR ECONOMIC AND 
SOCIAL APPAIRS. HE REALIZED THAT THE CURRENT ERENCH 
NATIONAL HOLDING THE POSITION (VAN LAETHEM) DOES HAVE 
PROBLEMS, BUT EXPLAINED THAT THE PROPOSED ERENCH NATIONAL 
REPLACEMENT (RIPIERE) IS A HIGHLY QUALIFIED AND EX- 
PERIENCED INDIVIDUAL WHO WOULD DO AN OUTSTANDING JOB. 

MAYNES NOTED THAT THERE MIGHT BE SOME MISUNDERSTANDING OF 
THE US POSITION. HE EXPLAINED THAT THE US CONCERN ABOUT 
RESTRUCTURING IS IN NO WAY RELATED TO THE VAN LAETHEM 
POSITION AND DOES NOT CALL EOR THE ABOLITION OP THAT POST. 
RATHER, THE US HAS INCREASING PROBLEMS WITH GROWING 
CONGRESSIONAL, DOMESTIC AND EXECUTIVE BRANCH PERCEPTIONS 
THAT INTERNATIONAL INSTITUTIONS HAVE FAILED TO PRODUCE, 
PARTICULARLY IN THE ECONOMIC AREA. WE ARE CONSIDERING 
THE IDEA, THEREPORE, OF THE ESTABLISHMENT OP A NEW 
POSITION OP UN DEPUTY SECRETARY WITH BROAD MANAGEMENT 
RESPONSIBILITY. WE ARE EXPLORING THIS IDEA INTERNALLY 
WITHIN THE US GOVERNMENT AND INFORMALLY IN UN CIRCLES. 
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3. LECOMPT, IN RESPONSE TO A QUESTION BY MAYNES, STATED 
HE EELT THAT EURTHER US/ERENCH BILATERALS PRIOR TO THE 
UNGA WOULD BE HELPEUL. MAYNES EXPLAINED THAT AMBASSADOR 
YOUNG WOULD BE IN PARIS IN JULY AND THAT WE WOUED BE IN 
TOUCH REGARDING THE POSSIBILITY OP CONTINUED CONSULTA- 
TION AT THAT TIME.
